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A word on ueing the book 

This book aims to create an interest towards draw ing. This is not a book to 
be read, but to use as a guide in one’s practice. It provides stepwise 
guidance on how to draw plants and plant parts using common shapes like 
straight line, circle, elipse, wavy lines etc. To draw these pictures one needs 
some time, patience and, most importantly, an interested mind. Some 
people cannot draw a perfect straight line or a circle. Even if you are 
among them, that should not deter you from making a start. Take a pencil 
and complete the circle in one go without any hesitation. Do not use eraser 
frequently even if the shapes are not perfect. The use of eraser make the 
drawing messy. With practice you can make the strokes perfect one day. 

Let us start by drawing a coconut tree. First we need to draw two 
straight lines. The lines should touch each other on top and at the other 
end these two lines are a little apart. On the upper end make some curved 
lines and put short strokes on these curved lines. The cococnut tree is 
ready. Try to modify the design or drawing it in different ways. Soon you will 
be ready to draw on your own without even looking at the real tree!

Is man a dradwing animal? Certainly yes, if one goes by the 
earliest evidence left on the walls of his cave dwellings or by the 
nervous doodling of the present day grown ups. Communicating his 
experiences through drawings has been an inborn instinct with 
human beings from very ancient times. This was perhaps more so 
when his speech communication was inadequate and writing was not 
even dreamt of. Always eager to express what he saw around, he 
kept on sketching animal, plant and other figures endlessly. 

Like his prehistoric forefathers, to-day’s child is a born doodler. 
The zigzag lines he draws represents the world as he sees it. Just 
like his other inventions in the way of "speech" and "music" his 
artistic creations make little sense to grown ups. Yet, therin lies 
the seeds of creativity which if nurtured will blossom into mature 
forms of not only art but also of many other creative efforts. 

Hence it is important to encourage the child’s efforts with 
appreciation and helpful, but not overbearing, guidance. And that is 
what this book tries to do by providing some easy steps to climb on 
for developing his artistic skills. &y following the simple guidelines 
given in this book the child would be able to draw the basic forms 
relating to the world of plants. Even if he does not go on to be an 
art proffesional, the selfconfidence gained in the proce ss will take 
him far in any other venture. The habbit of observing something 
minutely before drawing its picture will also help in developing a 
scientific outlook in the child’s mind. 

We hope that like the earlier book in this series, Steps to a Zoo, 
in which stepwise instructions were given for drawing animals, this 
will also be found useful and enjoyable, both for the learner and the 
guide. We also hope to hear from you about your experiences with 
the book so that we can do our best to improve it further.
